LOCAL POLITICS, 


THE PRIMARIES. 
FIRST WARD. 

The various Republican primary meetings 
were held yesterday afternoon, with the follow- 
ing result: 

As far as regarded actual violence, the First 
Ward was as quiet as any in the city; and, if 
the report of the police force be taken asa 
criterion, no fights or arrests took place. There 
was, bowever, plenty of loud talking aad shak- 
ing of fista, but it uniformly subsided into noth- 
ingness. Voting was very brisk from the start to 
the finish, and the total of 983 votes shows that 
the clerks were kept busy from 1 to 6 o’clock. 
The delegate tickets were voted entire, but the 
nomination for Aldermen was mixed in the 
most perplexing manner, and the combinations 
of McAuley, Warren, Wentworth, Lyon, and 
Kuhn, were in almost every possible shape that 
could be put on paper. 

The voters who took part in the election were 
by no means all Republicans, and not all from 
the First Ward, but whether there was any, more 
of this sort of thing this year than previously 
does not appear. The extraordinary number of

The candidates for Aldermen are all well known in 
the ward. Warren has been in the seat for more than 
two years, and recently misrepresented his constitu- 
ents’ wishes in the Col matter. 

Lyon is a lawyer prominent in certain secret society 
matters. He made his entrance into politics in No- 
vember, 1873, when be was beaten for Alderman by 
Foley. Again, in 1874, he ran against Richardson, and 
was again beaten, thie time on the Opposition ticket. 
It ia, to say the least, strange that Lyon should have 
presented himself toa Republican primary when he 
was 60 conspicuous in the Hesing mob last fall.

Everything passed off smoothly. There was no at- 
tempt at repeating nor any cause of complaint against 
the action of the judges, The voting was very slow 
till about half-past 4 o clock, when the business men 
on the way Lomeward made their appearance in great 
numbers, and the ticket-peddlers and the candidates’ 
champions were busy.

RIOT ATN 1L Es. 


An Election Row Degenerates Inte an 
Extemsive Free Fight. 
Dnapatch to Dt rot Free Presa. 

Nurs, Mich., April 3.—A riot oocurred here 
this afternoon. It origmated in a dispute and 
light between two negroes. The affair was par- 
tially quieted, but within half ao hour the whole 
rabble element of the city seemed determiued 
forafigbt. By constant urging aod the werking 
of bad whisky two white men were soon foun 
willing to fight, and, as they were about to en- 

gage, Marshal Coambers appeared upon the 
scene, and, out of AA. stood and varleyed 
with the combatants until the excitement in- 
creased beyond his control, and in leas than half 
a miaute 300 or 400 were engaged in « 
general row. Dray-stakes, stove-wood. any- 
thing available, was freely and effectually 
used. Alderman David Bacon, in attempting to 
preserve peace, received a bloody wound in the 
face; fortunately he was but slightly injured. 
Just "then, without any apparent cause, every 
colored man who appeared was attacked, and 
with yells and blows compelled to flee to a place 
of safety. Jacob Butts, a quiet man from the 
country, was attacked witbout any known cause 
and badiy beaten. Bag Rutledge, one of the 
rioters, while assaulling a negro, was struck a 
terrible blow with a clab bv a colored friend of 
the attacked party. Rutledge's head was cut 
open, and be was nearly killed. George O. Curtis, 
a colored man,. whom the whole crowd were 
chasing, revolvers in hand, declaring they 
would kili lum, was pumeled with clubs 
and sticks of wood and left for dead. When 
he revived Sheriff Weimer placed him in the 
city prison for safety. Soom after another 
fight commenced on Front street. Cris Bone- 
wae knocked senseless, end is now ip a criti- 
cal condition. Mayor Graves happened to be 
in a distant part of the city ; all the other officers 
seemed powerless to que the riot. The Mayor 
was sent for, and upon bis arrival fifty special 
policemen were sworn in, and with the timely as- 
sistance of Sheriff Weimer comparative quiet- . 
ness was restored. More trouble is feared after 
dark. The Niles Light Guard and Niles Artillery 
hold themselves in readiness to be called out at 
a moment’s notice. Mayor Graves issued a 
proclamation closing all saloons. No liquor is 
pow being sold unless by stealth. There never 
was such excitement before in Niles as that ex- 
isting from3p.m. At 6 o'clock another dis- 
turbance broke out at the foot of Main street. 
It was speedily quelled. Jay Fellows, the in- 
stigator of both riota, was locked up at7 p. m. 
No other arrests have been made vet. At the 
first riot, Elijah Ostler was struck over the bead 
and badly cut. It is said be had a revolver and 
knife in his hand when arrested, but he was 
afterward discharged. 

Niues, Mich., April 3.—Another riot occurred 
at the depot about dark. Eight negroes were 
assaulted by white men who were engaged in & 
row down town. Special Policeman Mort L. 
Gragg intimidated them with a drawn revolver. 
The Common Council, at a special session, are 

considering the propriet thy calling out the 
militia. The mob have gone in a large 
force to the depot. Cris 3 who was 80 
badly injured this afternoon, is expected to die. 
Officers this evening arrested Granville Miller, 
his assailant, and he is now in jail.

THE TARIFF BILL IN CONGRESS. 

The Committee of Ways and Means in the 
House of Representatives have been consid- 
ering the new Tariff bill in detail, and hearing 
suggestions and arguments from the interest- 
ed parties. A day or two ago the Committee 
reached the item of woolen.— webbings, belt- 
ings, bindings, braids, buttons, galloons,” 
ete., on which the duty or tax is 50 cents per 
pound and 50 cents ad valorem. Mr. Eames, 
of Rhode Island, appeared before the Com- 
mittee exhibiting letters from some of his 
constituents, in which they declared that if 
this duty be feduced the manufacture of this 
class ef goods in the United States must 
cease. This is the stereotyped protest which 
monopolists always make in such cases. The 
man who should undertake to raise cocoa- 
nuts in Michigan could hardly be able to sell 
his product short of a protection of 500 per 
cent, and he might well say that if such a 
duty were repealed or reduced the cultivation 
of cocoa-nuts in this country would have to 
be abandoned. The present duty on these 
woolen articles is equal to 68} per cent 
in gold, or 77} per cent in currency, 
and it is questionable whether the 
maintenance of a manufacture at such 
a heavy tax upon the general public is so 
extremely desirable. The proposition before 
the Committee is to repeal the duty of 50 per 
cent ad valorem, leaving the tax of 50 cents 
per pound remaining in force. The manu- 
facture of these goods in this country is con- 
fined to comparatively few establishments, 
and the fact that they charge up che pro- 
tective tax on the domestic goods is shown in 
the fact that in the fiscal year of 1875 goods 
of this description to the value of $1,687,500 
were imported, which would not have been 
possible had not the domestic manufacturers 
had their goods at the highest rate. Itisa 
question whether 45,000,000 people in the 
United States shall continue to be taxed 77 
per cent, or perhaps twelve millions of dollars, 
worth of these goods, for the mere profit of 
a few persons doing business, in Rhode 
Island. Better import the whole amount at 
25 per cent, and have the tax of $3,000,000 
go into the Treasury, than to tax the people 
$9,000,000, and have but $1,000,000 re- 
ceivable by the United States. 

The proposed reduction in the tariff rates 
on cotton goods has thus far failed to pro- 
duce any serious remonstrance even from 
Rhode Island. The fact is, the tariff duties 
on cotton goods, though averaging 40 per 
cent, have ceased to protect the manufactur- 
ers, who have to contend with domestic over- 
production, which in turn admits foreign 


competition. Last year we imported $25,-. 


000,000 of cotton manufactures despite the 
high tariff, which goods were sold in compe- 
tition with domestic cottons. During that 
time the cotton-mills, protected by a duty of 
40 per cent, were working on half or one- 
third time, trying, by reducing production, to 
keep up the price in the home market, But 
that policy has been abandoned. Protection 
has proved a snare and a delusion too long ; 
and now these same mills are working on full 
time, not merely to supply the home market 
but to export. The mills of Fall River 
sandertook the business first, and now the 
mills of other places in Massachusetts and the 
milla of Rhode Island are busy producing 
cotton to be exported to be sold in all foreign 
markets in competition with the cloth of 
Great Britain, which has heretofore had a 
monopoly of the foreign trade in that line. 
There is no such thing as a successful manu- 
facturing nation which produces only for the 
home market; to be successful as a manu- 
facturing nation there must be a production 
for exportation. Our cotton-manufacturers 
have at last discovered that with a foreign 
consumption of five hundred millions of yards 
of cotton cloth annually, it is supreme folly 
for the United States, with all the raw mate- 
rials, and machinery, and labor at their 
door, to abandon that trade and rely exclu- 
sively,on a home consumption, to meet which 
there is always an over-production. The 


possible export of $75,000,000 of American | 


cotton annually is a complete explo- 
sion of the fallacy of protection. 

What is true of the cotton manufactures is 
equally true as to iron and woolen manufac- 
tures. There is no reason why the United 
States should not have an absolute monopoly 
of the home market for woolen goods. This 
cannot be secured by protective tariffs. It 
can only be secured by allowing our manu. 
factarers to obtain all their raw material as 
cheaply as the manufacturers of other coun- 
tries can do so. Wool of all kinds should be 
admitted free of duty, of at most at 6 nom. 


mal duty. All the other ingredients entering | 


into the manufacture of woolen goods should 
be admitted free. The American wool-grow- 
ers have been badly deceived and swindled by 
the tariff on wools. Under an imaginary 
protection to American wools, they have been 
taxed from 60 to 100 per cent on all the 
woolen fabrics they have had to use. No 


foreign wools can compete with American | 


wools in this country, but foreign wools are 
essential in large quantities for mixing with 
the domestic wool. The production in this 
country of these finer cloths, made by mix- 
ing wools not produced in the United 
States with the American wools, is wholly 
defeated by the excessive tax on the foreign 
wools. The result is an immense importa- 
tion of fine cloths, the suppression of that 
class of American manufactures, and the con- 
fining of American woolen manufactures to 
the coarser qualities of goods, on which 
there is an excessive tax, and of which there 
is a constant over-production, ending in losses 
to the manufacturers. If all wools wher- 
ever grown were made free, if the manu- 
facturers were placed on an equal footing 
with manufacturers of other countries, and 
were allowed to produce all manner of woolen 
goods, there would be an increased general 
production, including an increased consump- 
tion of American wool, and the terrible 
losses of over-production would be avoided 
by the exportation of the surplus. 

The Tariff bill pending in Congress is a 
measure leading up to these results. It does 
not absolutely make raw materials free, but 
it reduces the tax on them, and is a bill the 
most favorable to American manufacturers 
that has been proposed in Congress since the 
tariff of 1857. 
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ABOLISH THE TOWN BOARDS. 

The exceptionably large number of tax- 
payers who were in attendance at the town 
meetings last Tuesday, and the choice of 
competent and respectable men to fill the 
town offices, shows that the property-owners 
of Chicago are at last awake to the fact that 
they must take steps to save their property 
from confiscation. This is a correct state- 
ment of the case. If the old system of 
plunder and mismanagement had gone on in 
the Town Boards much longer, it would have 
been a misfortune to own property in this 


city. The large turn-out last Tuesday is also months, visiting Chicago and the Pacific 


the more significant as it indicates that the 
respectable and tax-paying citizens will fol- 
low up their victory by similar interest and 
energy at the approaching city election. 
This will secure a more reputable Common 
Council than Chicago has had for many years, 
and the effect of the two victories will be 
noticeable during the coming year in the re- 
duction of the tax-levy and the fairer assess- 
ment thereof. 

But all this is not enough. The reform 
will not be complete until the system of 
Town Boards shall be abandoned altogether 
for Cook County. The law provides for this 
in much the same manner as the organiza- 
tion and reorganization of cities under either 
one of the two general charters. In the case 
of towns it is necessary to secure a petition 
of one-fifth the legal voters of the county, 
ascertained by the vote cast at the preceding 
Presidential election; and when this is pre. 
sented to the County Board it becomes their 
duty to cause to be submitted to the voters 
at the next general election the question 
whether the township organization shall be 
continued or not. The Citizens’ Association, 
as we understand, have undertaken to secure 
the necessary number of signatures to such 
a petition, and they will have no trouble in 
getting them. But the work should be be- 
gun at once. The sooner the petition is pro- 
sented to the County Board the better. The 
question must be submitted at the general 
election next fall, and there is no doubt that 
the Town Board system will be abandoned 
if the issue be properly explained to the peo- 
ple of Cook County. 

The evils this system, so far as Chicago 
is concerned, are numerous. First, there iy: 
the constant_yiolation of the law limiting tb e 
compensation of the town officers, who ve te 
themselves exSrbitant salaries and outragecus 
allowances for clerk-hire. In the next phice, 
it has been customary to make the assessment 
a means for blackmailing,—piling it. on 
those who refuse to submit, and letting those 
off who contribute, and in proportion to the 
money they pay the Assessors. In the third 
place, the collection is likewise made the ma- 
chinery for blackmailing. Those who will 
pay the Collectors more in the way of black- 
mail than the commissions amount to may 
be pretty sure of being relieved of the neces- 
sity of paying the tax itself. Added to 
all these abuses is the usual ignorance of 
the persons intrusted with the assesament 
and collection of taxes under the Town 
Board system. It is rarely that our citizens 
can be sufficiently aroused to their own inter- 
ests to fight the bummers at an election 
where there are but few polling-places, and 
where the law permits voting in any part of 
the town. The opportunities afforded for 
repeating and ballot-stuffing are so numerous 
that, as a rule, the bummers will always 
carry these town elections in Chicago. The 
only safe way, therefore, to avoid the evils 
incident to the system is to abolish the sys- 
tem itself. The Citizens’ Association should 
set to work at once in this matter so that 
there may be no doubt of securing the 
requisite number of names, and the petition 
should be started off by the names of the 
Republican town officers just elected. 

CIVIL WAR IN MEXICO. 

There is another revolution in Mexico. It 
was about time to expect it. Mexico has 
been peaceful too long for the comfort of its 
restless inhabitants, with their traditional 
fondness for guerrilla warfare. The immedi- 
ate occasion for an outtireak at the present 
time is an approaching election for Presi- 
dent. But if it hadn’t been this, some other 
excuse would have been discovered for blood- 
letting. There is so much bad blood in that 
country that it can only be purified by occa- 
sional civil war, the chief trouble of which 
is that the number alain is disproportionately 
small to the amount of fighting done. Thus, 
on Sunday, after several hours’ fight, in 
which a couple of thousand were engaged on 
both sides, and several hundred of the loyalist 
troops made prisoners, the highest number 
reported as killed is five and of wonnded 
twenty. Perhaps this is the reason why the 
internecine struggles in Mexico last so long, — 
because the contestants are more successful 
in dodging than in firing their shots.

Mexican 
troops are peculiar. The number of Gener- 
als is immense. The troops, as a whole, both 
national and revolutionists, are for sale to 
the party which will pay the best or give 
them the largest liberty of plundering the 
country. Mexico has been improving for 
some time. The condition of the country 
has been prosperous under the comparative 
peace which has prevailed during the last 
few years, but the Spanish yearning for re- 
volt, the Spanish love of idleness and plun- 
der, and the Spanish dislike for work, have 
again produced a revolution, with its mur- 
dors, assassinations, plunder, and spoliations. 
It is questionable whether the National Gov- 
ernment can put a force in the field equal to 
the dispersion of the mercenary adventurers 
and desperadoes who are ready to partici- 
pate in any revolution. 

Gen. Diaz, the aspirant for the Presidency, 
certainly gained considerable ground in Sun- 
day’s fight, and the refusal of the loyalist 
troops to oppose him as vigorously as they 
might have done, as well as the character of 
his reception after he had entered Matamoras, 
would indicate that he will be successful in 
the revolution he has inspired in his own be- 
half. Another reason for thinking so is that 
he is now the revolutionist ; but, if he suc- 
ceeds, it will only be to give way to some 
new revolutionist, and he will be lucky if he 
shall retain his questionable honors as long 
as Lerpo pe Tasapa, the present , incumbent 
of the chief office. The American interest 
in this struggle will be chiefly confined to 
the Mexican border, the condition of which 
will be rendered more lawless than ever by 
new raids and increased demoralization.

AN AMERICAN EMPEROR AND EMPRESS. 
Pzpro II., Emperor of Brazil, and the 


Empress THERESA, are now on their way to 
the United States. They intend to be present 


| at the opening of the Centennial, and expect 


to remain in the United States some three 
States. The Emperor was born Dec. 2, 1825, 
and has been Emperor since 1831, or forty- 
six years. He is of the house of Portugal. 
The Empress is of the Royal house of the 
Two Sicilies, being the daughter of Francis 
I., King of the Two Sicilies (who died in 
1830). She was born in 1822, and is a few 
years older than the Emperor. 

The Brazilian Empire is of comparatively 
recent origin. It is the only monarchy 
erected on this continent that has ever had 
any stability, or that has escaped the revolu- 
tions which seem to be inseparable from 
South Ameri Governments, of whatever 
form they may be. As the only existing 
Emperor in America, and as a wise, progress- 
ive, and learned gentleman, governing a 
prosperous people with great satisfaction, he 


comes to this country entitled to the respect 


of the American people. A brief sketch of 
the rise of the present Government of Brazil 
and of the family of the Emperor may not 
be uninteresting at this time. 

Brazil was disco ered in January, 1500, by 
Viscunt Rivzon, a Spaniard, a companion of 
Cotumsvs, who claimed it in the name of the 
King of Castile. In April of the same year 


- Pepro Canna, a Portuguese navigator, ex- 


plored the coast, and took possession in the 
name of Emanven, then King of Portugal. 
In 1504 a Portuguese colony was planted, 
and for over 300 years the country remained 
a dependency of Portugal, though during 
that time Brazil was subject to frequent inva- 
sions by the Dutch and English. ; 

Tho Kingdom of Portugal, at the time of 
the discovery of America, was in a prosper- 
ous condition. The monarchy dates with 
Auronso L., in 1139. His descendant, Jong 
II., who’ ruled from 1475 to 1495, was the 
great patron of navigation and discovery, at- 
tracting to his Capital the most learned and 
skillful navigators. Under his successor, 
Emanvet the Great, Brazil was discovered. 
The direct male succession of the family ran 
out in 1580, and a Spanish branch governed 
until 1640, when Jon IV., Duke of Bragan- 
za, was declared King. In 1777, Mary, 
daughter of the preceding King, succeeded 
to the throne. She was then 43 years of age, 
and had seventeen years previously mar- 
ried her uncle, Prono, who ruled jointly 
with her under the title of Prono III. He 
died in 1786, and the Queen soon after be- 
came insane. Their son, Jom VL, was made 
Regent. 

Jon VI. struggled for some years with the 
complications existing in Europe. He joined 
the first coalition against France in 1793, but 
made peace with France in 1801. In 1807 
Junot, with a French army, took possession 
of Portugal, and Jon, taking with him the 
insane Queen, his mother, and the other 
members of the Royal family, sailed for Bra- 
zil, arriving at Bahia in January, 1808. The 
Queen Mother lived until 1816, and upon 
her death Jon was declared King of Portu- 
gal, but he continued to reside in Brazil. In 
1815 he had been proclaimed King of Brazil. 
As King of Portugal, Brazil, and Algarve, he 
ruled these countries from his Capital in Bra- 
zil. In 1820 the Portuguese Cortes demanded 
the return of the King to Portugal, and in 
obedience to the command he returned to 
Lisbon, first appointing his son, Pzpro, Re- 
gent in Brazil. In 1822 the Cortes of Brazil 
declared the independence of the country, 
with Dom Prpro as Emperor. Jon VI. 
reigned in Portugal until his death, in 1826, 
and PxDno I. of Brazil became Prono IV. of 
Portugal. He immediately abdicated as King 
of Portugal in favor of his daughter, Manta 
Da Gon, she being then 7 years of age. 
By a family compact it wasarranged that her 
uncle, Dom Micvus., was to be Regent until 
she reached marriageable age; that then the 
Regent and Queen were to be married, but 
Micvet declared himself King, and, after 
some years of civil war, England and France 
interfered, expelled Miau and placed the 
Queen on the throne. Her son is at present 
King of Portugal. ä 

Pzpro I. of Brazil, being engrossed with 
the affairs of his daughter in Portugal, abdi- 
cated as Emperor of Brazil April 9, 1834, and 
his son, the present Emperor, then 5 years 
old, succeeded as Pzpro II. In July, 1841, 

then 16 years old, he was declared of 

and crowned Emperor. In 1843 he mar- 

ied the Princess Turns of Naples. The 
press can claim a Royal descent as histor- 
ical and ancient as that of the Emperor. The 
direct line begins with Roos, first King of 


connected 
by marriage with all the Royal houses of Eu- 


rope. In 1740 the Crown of the united Ni- 
ples and Sicily passed to the Spanish branch 


of the Bourbon family, in which family it ro- 


mained until the reorganization of Italy in 
1860. Her father was Francis I. and her 
mother the Princess Many Isanzxua of Spain, 
aunt of Isaserza, the deposed Queen of 
Spain. : 

The Emperor has no male descendants. 
Two sons, born in 1847 and 1848, died at an 
early age. His elder daughter, IsasLLA, 
born in 1446, is married to Lous of Orleans, 
Count of 12 grandson of the late Lovis 
Purrrrs dt France. They have one child, a 
Prince, born in 1875. The second daughter, 
Leopotprya, was married to Avavetus of 
Saxe Coburg-Gotha. She died in Eu- 
rope in 1871, leaving four sons, Pono, 
Avevustus, Jose, and Lovrs. During the 
absence of the Emperor, the Princess Isa- 
BELLA governs as Regent. 

The Government of Brazil is a constitu- 
tional monarchy, and its policy of the most 
liberal character. Though the religion of 
the majority of. the people and of the Royal 
family is Roman Catholic, all other religions 
are tolerated and protected. Liberal pro- 
visions are made for general education. 
Trade and commerce are encouraged, and, 
generally, Brazil enjoys a high prosperity, 
and the people are contented and happy, 
contrasting in these respects most con- 
spicuously with all the othernations of South 
America. There is a large trade between the 
United States and Brazil, which, however, 
would be much greater were it not for our 
extraordinary tariff, which prohibits importa- 
tions of American manufactures to Brazil, 
and forcing that trade into the hands of the 
English. 

The Emperor is a great traveler, having of 
late years spent much of his time in Europe. 
This is his first visit to the United States, 
and after leaving here he will go to Europe, 
intending a long stay in the countries of the 
East. 


— 


The anti-Chinese agitation in California is 
now being avowedly engineered with a view 
to forcing the Chinese-immigration question 
into the approaching Presidential canvass. 
Since the decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court declaring the head-money tax 
unconstitutional, it has dawned upon the 
California demagogues who would exclude 
cheap laborers from their State,. - which more 
than any other in the Union is suffering for 
lack of laborers,—that so long as the BUnL m- 
dau treaty stands Chinese immigration can- 
not be obstructed, and their movement is to 
fetch a pressure to bear upon Congress for 
the abrogation of that treaty, and the anti- 
Chinese mass-meetings are held to bring this 
about. Their boast is that upon that issue 
will depend the electoral votes of California, 
Oregon, and Nevada, and that the con- 
test is so close these cannot be ignored. 
To aid in importing the Chinese question into 
national politics, the San Francisco Chronicle, 
Independent Republican, republishes, with 
high laudatory approval, an old speech of Gov. 
Hxnpricss, in which he declares that Chinese 
immigration should be excluded altogether. 
This evidently is designed by the Chronicle 
as notice to the Republicans that it is season 
to put in their bid on the Chinese question 
for the electoral votes of the Pacific States. 
The San Francisco Bulletin, also Independent 
Republican, and probably the most influen- 
tial journal on the Coast, also significantly 
remarks of the agitation for abrogation of 
the treaty that, if it is to be attempted, the 
session of Congress preceding a Presidential 
election is the most promising. The Demo- 
cratic House, if a show of unanimity and 
determination can be presented, will not be 
disposed to throw away the votes of the Pa- 
cific States, for we presume Nevada and Ore- 
gon will be with us in this matter. The Re- 
publican Senate will be likely to be swayed 
by precisely the same motives.” Among the 
possibilities of the approaching national can- 
vass may therefore be reckoned a discussion 
of this Chinese problem which may fan the 
trades-union Communistic spirit to a flerce 
flame. 


A correspondent asks us if the bill before 
Congress making the silver dollar a legal- 
tender to the amount of $50 in one payment 
becomes a law, whether it will not operate to 
the injury of the working-classes and the 
retailers, who will be compelled to take sil- 
ver, which is not worth as much as green- 
backs. The argument is that, as all bills over 
$50 must be paid in greenbacks, that the 
retailer who receives silver only will have to 
make up the difference between the value of 
the two currencies. If this bill becomes a 
law and silver shall continue to decline, it is 
possible that silver coins may stand in the 
same relation to greenbacks that the latter do 
to gold. The country has for many years 
been dealing with greenbacks, but in fact 
prices are largely upon the gold basis, 
with the depreciation of the paper and 
a large margin for fluctuations added. 
The country has a large annual amount 
of money to pay in foreign countries of 
whom we buy sugars, teas, coffees, and a va- 
riety of goods. This sum has to be paid in 
gold, and the value of the greenback is deter- 
mined by the amount of gold it will buy. 
The only general measure of valueof all things 
bought and sold is gold. Prices in greenbacks 
are increased by the addition of the deprecia- 
tion and a margin of fluctuation. The wages 
of labor paid in greenbacks only purchase 
the amount of groceries which could be pur- 
chased by the value of these greenbacks 
turned into gold. The creation of a new le- 
gal-tender of a different value than that of 
gold or paper is only the greenback abomi- 
nation repeated in an additional form. It 
will serve to explode the theory that the 
Government stamp can confer value. All 
depreciated currency, whether of silver or 
paper, is a cheat and a fraud, the evil of 
which falls largely on classes who live by 
their daily or weekly wages.

What there is behind the bill for the ad- 
mission of New Mexico, the Utah cor- 
respondent of the New York Sun states, is 
nothing less than the establishment of a 
Mormon State.

It was found, however, that the check 
in question was returned to Matthews without having 
been indorsed,so thatif any attempt was made to 
corrupt Watmough it did not succeed, ‘he explana-

OPENING OF THE CENTENNIAL, 

Five weeks from next Wednesday is the opening 
day, and Gen. Hawley, the energetic President of 
the Exhibition, has given President Grant a copy of 
the opening address which he will make, that the 
President may frame a fittingreply. The ceremonials 
with which the European exbibitions have been open- 
ed have been adopted, with modifications, and the at- 
tendance of Congress and of the Judges of the Su- 
premo Court ia expected.

In explanation 
of the bill, he said the money received from 
Great Britain under the Geneva Award had been 
invested in one bond for the whole amount, 
which bond was subject to the order of Con- 
gress. It was for $15,000,000, and it was neces- 
sary to change it or issue smalier »onds for it to 
pav the judgments. 

mr. Cockrell said there was no limit to the 
price at which these bonas sbould be sold. 

Mr. Sherman said it was well known that the bonds 


would not be sold at less than currant prices, about 
113. It was deemed advisable tc allow these bonds to 
be sold for currency, asthe judgments were payable 
in currency.

POSTAGE BILL. 

The Benate then took up the bill fixing the rate of 

postage on third-class mail and for other pur- 


Pur. Hamlin submitted an amendment to insert the 
words Before the same shal! be transmitted by mail,” 
so that it would read, If, however, tage on third- 
class matter mailed at an office shall be less than the 
full amount sbove prescribed, in cases where the sender 
is known, such sender shall be notified of the fact, and 
the amount of postage due shall be collected from 
such sender before the same ahall be transmitted by 
mail,” etc, Agreed to. 

Mr. Bogy opposed the bill. 

Mr. Hamlin stated briefly the considerations which

Mr. Mitchell inquired if the bill, as now before the 
Senate, had the sanction of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment.

Resuming, Mr. Hamlin said if Congress would act 
wisely, and make every article which through 
the mail pay a fair compensation for transportation, 
the rate of postage on letters could be put down 
to 2 cents to-morrow, and the Post- 
Office Department be made self-sustaining. When that 
should be accomplished, the millions would be bene- 
fited, and not the few. The Department, he said, was 
self-sustaining from 1789 to 1541. In 1841 $482,657 
were appropriated to meet the requirements of the 
foreign mail service. 

Mr. Sherman said in former years there was a per- 
manent appropriation to carry free matter. He quoted 
the law of 1847, showing an appropriation of $166,000 
for mail service for the various Departments of the 
Government, and said that amount bad been increased 
year after year unttl it resched $00,000. 

Mr. Thurman inquired, if the Department should 
be made self-sustaining, wouldn't the effect be to make 
letters pay more than they should ?

He did not 
turn to the statute to see what was embraced in third- 
class matter. He thought that class embraced mer- 
cbandise only, and did not suppose it applied to tran- 
ment newspapers and magazines. He would not have 
included them in the amendment had he understood 
it. Now the Postmaster-Gieneral says it costs 
i8 cents @ pound to carry ne pers through 
the mails. Of the second-class matter, composed 
of newspapers and periodicals sent from the ottice of 
publication to subscribers, there were 155,000,000 
pieces transported last year, weighing 55,000,000 
pounds, being 50 per cent of the whole weight of the 
mail. They yielded a revenue of only $97600, while it 
cost the Government $7,969,000 to them. He 
had no controversy with newspapers, and didn’t care a 
fig what they said, but he wanted to make one word of 
comment on the consistency of the news press in 
connection with the Senate. He (Hamlin) voted for 
the abolition of the franking privilege. That result 
was produ the clamor of the press: that the 
press wanted to be subsidized to the extent of millions 
to carry papers, but was not willing to allow a cent 
for the transmission of matter between members 
of Congress and their constituents. The Committee 
proposed to follow this bill with other remedial meas- 
ures, to make the Department self-sustaining. 

Mr. Sargent inquired how uuch additioual revenue 
would be prod this became a law. 

Mr. Hamlin said that question could not be answer- 
ed with certainty, as it was not known how much mat- 
ter would be sent. 

Mr. Merrimon inquired if there was any special rea- 
son which moved Congress to admit merchandise in 
the mails, If so, why was it that 6 or 10 pounds could 
not be carried as well as 4 pounds. 

Mr. Hamlin said merchandise was first admitted in 
12-ounce packages as @ matter of convenience. 

Pending discussion, Mr, Edmunds submitted a reso- 
lution instructing the Committee on the Judiciary to 
inquire into the expediency of further providing by 
law for the administration of oaths in the proceedings 
of the Senate,and to report by bill or otherwise.

Mr. Cox, from the Committee on banking and Cur- 
rency, reported a bill to regulate the winding up of 
Natioual Banks, He — that the object of the 
bill was to facilitate liquidation, and that insolvent 
banks may be perfectl, and speedily closed up in the 
interest of the public. Passed. 

Mr. Hubbell, from the Committee on Banking and 
Currency, reported back, adversely, the bill fixing the 
legal rate of interest on national money througnont 
the United States at not exceeding 6 per cent per an- 
uum, and affixing penalties for its violation. Pending 
action on the bill, the morning hour expired, 

The House then went into Committee of the Whole, 
with Mr. Blackburn in tbe chair, on the bill to trane- 
fer the Indian Bureau from the Interior Department 
to the War Department. 

THE INDIAN BUREAU. \ 

Mr. Sparks spoke in favor of the bill, : 

Mr, Cox opposed the bill, suggesting that the pres- 
ent system was hell, and the Indian was hell, and the 
lowest deep was in the Interior Depurtment. The still 
lower deep that was threatening to devour him wae to 
be found in the War Department, He recommended 
the Canadian Indian policy, under which Indians cost 
at the rate of $2.56 each, while under our system they 
costsome $60 each. What was wanted was, not the 
transfer of the Indian Bureau to the War Department, 
but honest agents. He thought that there ought to be 
wisdom enough to devise remedies for Bureau mis- 
management. Purge the system of its putresence, 
punish crime, and compel sccountability with- 
out oe transfer of the functions of the 
civil government the military. The War 
Department he declared was bhoneycombed with fraud. 
With impeschment h over the late head ot that 
Department, and with the soldier-Ohief rate 
reckless of just accountability, the House was asked 
to place the Indian Bureau under a system that con- 
nected so much fraud with force, If Indian agencies 
were to be turned over to the army simply because 
honest agents could not be found in civil ®, why 
stop there? Why not give the army control of the 
Land (fice, or of collection of internal revenue. 
Frauds were alleged to exist iu all the departments of 
the Government, andthe War Department wae not 
free from suspicion, If the War Office was to be the 
organ of civilization, why not detail soldiers as bank 
examiners, and have the letter-delivery service per- 
formed by troops of cavalry? He indorsed the recom- 
mendation of the Indian Commission appointed in 
1867 to confide the Indian service to an independent 
department, and to let its head be a member of the 
Cabinet. Then the service would be at once emanci- 
pated from its confused condition. Disturbances, 
outbreaks, and wars would then be the exception and 
not the rule. He referred to Gen. Sheridan’s cam- 
paign against the Indians in the winter of 1868 as an 
expensive one, and its climax, the assassination of 
Black Kettle's bands and the Cheyennes, as an outrage 
that had no liel in barbarity. 

In conclusion he declared the peaceful policy as that 
which was kindest, wisest, and best. It was the policy 
of human advancement, If Rome made her mission 
grand by the rule of men entirely great, who studied 
the arts of peace ; if mankind was destined to make the 
world better for living in it, then he would have the 
forests and plaine where Indians roamed echo the 

lad tidings of great joy which had ushered in the 

ce of Peace himself, by whom the beatitudes were 
80 gloriously promised to peace-makers. 

The Committee then rose, and the House took a re- 
cess until 7:30, the evening session being for the con- 
sideration of the Legislative Appropriation vill. 

EVENING SESSION. 

In the eventng session there were discussions over 
the restoration of the franking privilege, which was 
advocated by Mr. Cannon (Ill.), but not ingrafted on 
the bill.

MONTREAL, April 5.—The subject of allowing 
provincial railway-contractors to equip Cavadian 
lines with American-built engines and cars is 
the talk of the city. A motion was made at the

Copies of the resolution are to be sent to the 
Councils of Ottawa, Quebec, Three Rivers, ete., 
for their opivion. A deputation of the City 
Counce this afternoon proceeded to Longueuil 
to remonstrate with the Provincial Premier 
against send ng money out of this country for 
the purchase of rolling stock for the Montreal, 
Ottaway & Western Railway and the North 
Shore Railway.

CASUALTIES, 
A TERRIFIC BXPLOSION. . 

Sart LaxE,. April 6.—— This afternoon about 5 
o'clock this city was thrown into consternation 
by three terrible explosions succeeding each 
other at intervais of a few seconds. People 
rushed into the streets in terror, horses ran 
away, and consternation reigned supreme. Win- 
dows were blown in, doors blown from 
their hinges, chimneys blown down, and 
many buildings badly injured. The cause of this 
terrible explosion and shaking was not known 
until an immense volume of smoke was seen 
rising from Arseval Hul, immediately north of 
the city. Upon this hill were four powder- 
magazines, one of Walker Bros., agents of the 
California Powder Company, containg one-and- 
a-half car-loads of powder; one of Walker Bros., 
for the Oriental Powder Company, containing 
half a car- load of powder; one of Zion's Co- op- 
erative Iostitution for the Hazard Powder Com- 
pany, containing 10 tons of powder; and one of 
Ben “Jennings for the Dupont Powder Com- 
pany, containing 14 tons of powder. All ex- 
pl . There were no buildings very close to 
the magazines. A4 flouring-mill and the 
Water-Works buildings on City Creek were 
riddied with boulders. Immense boulders feil, 
crashing through buildings througbout the city, 
some failing a mile distant. There were three 
men at work at one of these magazines. All that 
can be found of them are small pieces of flesh, the 
largest piece being a portion of a foot in a boot. 
Their names are not known. Mrs. Vannatta, in 
the Nineteenth Ward. was struck by a boulder 
and killed. Joseph Radden, a boy in 
the Twentieth Ward, was struck by a 
boulder and killed. Quite a number of other 
persons were injured, and perhaps other deaths 
may occur. One lady died from fright. The 
cause of the explosion cannot be ascertained. 
It is claimed the men at work were emoking. 
Others state some persons fired a shot into one 
of the magazines. An immense amount of 
glass was broken throughout the city. The 
damage to glass aloue will probably be near 
$50, 000, 

Sar Lax Crry, April 5—10 p. m.—Two boys, 
one named Richardson, and a son of Archie 
Hill, went after stock this morning, taking their 
guns, Enough of their remains bave been 
found near the magazine to identify them. 
One of their hands was found clutching a duck. 
It is now supposed they had fired into the maga- 
zine, causing the explosion. It is stated that no 
men were at work ou the magazines.

Cutting Down the Salaries ef Em- 
ployes,. 
Spectal wiepatch to Tre Chicago Tribune, 

Jour, III., April 5.—The economical wave 
has struck the State Penitentiary and swallowed 
that institution. At a special meeting of 6 ma- 
jority of the Board of Commissioners, held at 
the prison yesterday afternoon, the salaries of 
employes, from Assistant-Deputy Warden 
down to the last reerut on the 
wall, were reduced 0 per cent, This 
is the second reduction they have 
suffered within a few months, and thelr pay 
previous to this was nota fair compensation 
for the services they performed, The redue- 
tion ia due, ontensibly, to „ dear ease in the coat 
of liviog, but in reality toe lack of funds and 
financial embarrassment, Living is just aa ex 
pensive here at present an it Waa one, two, oF 
three years ago, and rents are a6 high 
now as they were then, The sontraction 
affecta men who barely made both ends 
If the Comminsioners really want- 
ed] to economize and do the fair thing, they 
could have done 80 by reducing their own gal 
aries in the same proportion, giving up their 
choice cigara aud liquors, their expensive meet- 
ings at the Palmer House, and other 41 
or resigning altogether, which wenld have been 
far better, as the Board is more ornamental than 
useful, and thereby saving $4,500 per annum to 
the State. They could have also dispenred 
with unnecessary improvements in the Warden 
House, which cost $1,200 or $1,600, and other 
improvements which were not required, ‘The 
matter is looked upon here as a very thin eieo- 
tioneering dodge. The money thus saved is 
wanted, perbape, as a Beveridge campaign fund. 
It is proper to gay that Col. Nolemao was not 
present at the meeting.

LA CROSSE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

LaCrosse, Wis., April 5.—Further investiga- 
tion into the affairs of the defunct First Nation- 
al Bank of this city convinces our citizens that 
the game played on them bas been one of the 
most barefaced on record. About three months 
ago the bank changed hands, G. M. Wheeler, of 
Chicago, becoming Premdent, Wheeler coming 
to this city etrongly recommended by such men 
as J. C. Gault and H. L. Palmer, of Milwaukee ; 
Mr. Shuman, of the Chicago Evening Journal, and 
President Burroughs, of the Chicago University. 
No one took tire trouble to ascertain if the let- 
ters were genuine and no one knows positively 
now. The plan of the man Wheeler has evi- 
dently been from the first to go through the 
bank for every dollar in sight, and his plan has 
been well carried out. Thus far the depositors 
are short about 140.000 with not 20 per cent 
of this amount in available assets on hand. 
Auother fact cropped out to-day—that a number 
of business men have made notes and got dis- 
counts on the same, and that when the notes 
were due and they wanted an extension, they 
would be toid that the paper was in Chicago, 
and that if a new note was made the extension 
would be granted, and the old note passed in on 
ite receipt from Chicago. A number of these men 
now realize having in this way given two notes 
for one loan. The business men have 
generally escaped, the bulk of the shortage fail- 
ing to the lot of widows, mechanics, laborers, 
and men of small means who have lost their all. 
Vice-President Stone wae arrested in Chicago 
last night, but the general impression is that he 
is not really knowing to the frauds, but was 
merely used as a stool-pigeon by Wheeler. Fif- 
teen thousand dollars in papers left in trust in 
Chicago have been found. A Receiver will soon 
be appointed. The Kxaminer is still at work 
overhauling things, aud a report will soon be 
made public,
